They won the first track sec- 
tional ever won by V.H.S. Three boys made it through 
the regional-Lines, Kuhrts, and Fry-and fared we 1 1 down 
state in the finals with Lines climaxing a great career 
by taking the state pole vault honors.

The feats of V.H.S. athlete, Ron 
Lines, will be remembered, admired, 
and set as a goal in the minds of 
future participants In Viking sports 
for many years to come. 

Lines, a member of the class of 
'54, excelled in all sports, but his 
accomplishments under Coach Ken 
Pifer in track and field events as a 
pole vaulter were his most notable.
